The purpose of this order is to establish an escort policy within the New Jersey State Police to 
facilitate traffic flow, expedite the safe travel of a motorcade or emergency vehicle, and to provide 
a level of security.

A. Al New Jersey State. .Police members, when Receiving requests for escorts of 
political candidates* and,other dignitaries, Shouid.lfeep in mind that the state police 
w:ll only provide escorts wneh, an official request is made'by the United States Secret 
Service or another federal law enforcement agency, or when a request is made under 
a limited number of circumstances. as 'Specified by this order. 

B. All requests for escorts will be forwarded, via.phannels, to the Field Operations 
Section Conrjrianding tjmcer fbrapproval andinould include; 

i it 

1. Name, title, agency, and telephone number of the person requesting the 
escort ■ ,u. ■■■■■ 

2.i Name and title of dignitary to .be escorted 

3. Dates, times, and location of the escort 

4. : Reason for the escort 

C. Daring non-business hours, the on duty supervisor in the Watch Operations Unit, 
Regional Operations and Intelligence Center (R.O.I.C.) will be notified of the request 
for escort. It shall be the responsibility of the supervisor on duty at the R.O.I.C. to 
either approve or disapprove the request for escort.

D. Escorts may be provided in the following circumstances: 

1. Upon approval of the Field Operations Section Commanding Officer for 
official representatives including: 

a. The United States government 

b. Out of state governors 

c. Foreign governments at the request of the U.S. State Department 

2. Medical emergency cases, e.g., transporting of organs 

3. : In unusual cases, prisoners being transported 

4. ; Escorts of money or valuables only when there are no other security services 

available 

5. Funerals of dignitaries, including enlisted and/or retired state police 
personnel 

6. Certain protected witnesses 

E. No other escorts are authorized 

F. Patrols will be alerted to assist: 
1/ Oversized vehicles 

2. Military convoys 

3 . Movement of explosives 

4. Prisoners being transported between institutions 

G. Escorts will be conducted within legal limits, except in cases of extreme emergency. 
Sirens will be used only when absolutely necessary. 

H. Nothing in this order will be construed to limit the Superintendent in providing 
escorts when deemed necessary. 



II. Effect: 



In accorcU&ce with S.O.P. Al, "Orders," the Field Operations Section Commanding Officer shall 
notify the Planning Bureau Chief, via channels, of any changes that-"f9ay be necessary in this order.
